POPULATION OF PISA 
TERROR-STRICKEN. 

Pisa, Italy, September 7.—(By 
the Associated Press. )—The earth- 
quake shock here was preceded by 
deep rumblings and followed by 
vertical and horizontal earth trem- 
ors, which lasted for thirteen sec- 
onds. 

The population, terror stricken, 
fled from: their, homes, the women 
and children shouting and weeping. 
The squares of the city were soon 
filled, but a majority of the people 
fled to the fields. , 

The hands of the clock in the 
tower stopped at 7:55 o'clock this 
ynorning. Bells in the various stee- 
ples were set ringing by the dis- 
turbance. Persons who happened 
to be in Cathedral square in Pisa 
gay they saw the famous leaning 
tower perceptibly oscijlate. 

Electric wires were short circuit- 
ed in various buildings. St. Mi- 
ehael’s caurch and St. Matthew's 
church were considerably ‘damaged. 
Other churches suffeted less se- 
riously. 

The news received here from Fiv- 
fszano indicates a grave situation 
there. At Poftedera a boy 16 year: 
old died from fright. Others were 
hurt by jumping from windows. It 
has been impossible as yet to ob- 
tain details of the damage or the

I quote from The New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce: 


“The National Civic Federa- 
tion yesterday addressed an 
appeal to the signers of its dec- 
laration against the recognition 
Which was submitted to Presi- 
dent Wilson last spring. 

“In its letter of transmittal 
to the signers, they are asked 
to act at once in this matter, 
‘aS Sinister influences are al- 
ready discernible in the pres- 
ent national campaign.’ 

“The letter in part says: 

“The red offensive against 
Warsaw has been broken, but 
already Lenine_ threatens to 
raise a bolshevik army of i,- 
000,000 to renew the red on- 
slaught. Whether this will be 
possible or not, the red offen- 
Sive against civilization through 
intrigue, plot and _ subsidized 
propaganda has not been 
checked. 

“Three months ago more than 
two thousand men and women 
of all parties throughout the 
United States, among whom you 
were one, signed a declaration 
against recognition of soviet 
Russia, which was sent in the 
form of a petition to the presi- 
dent of the United States In 
this document the signers voiced 
their apprehension of the bol- 
shevist movement throughout 
the world, declaring: 

“"We believe that recognition 
of Soviet Russia would pe a re- 
pudiation of all that our na- 
tional life was represented for 
00 years, and of all the spiritual 
ideals for which modern civili- 
zation has striven for 2,000 
years.” , 

The American government. 
following the splendid lead of 
France, through the secretary of 
State in his letter to the Italian 
ambassador, has since express- 
ed its unequivocal stand against 
any recognition of the lawless 
autocracy in contro] of soviet 
Russia This stand has evoked 
spontaneous and unanimous ap- 
proval from the leaders and 
press of both the republican and 
democratic parties, showing that 
the problem is American, and 
not partisan. 

“Lenine announced publicly in 
‘Moscow that Russia must con- 
tinue to foment revolution in all

countries, and that his chief im- 
mediate hope was for a revolu- 
tion in Asia and the east. Doc- 
umentary proof in possession of 
the state department has demon- 
strated the existence of an Or- 
ganized propaganda whose ram- 
ifications enmesh the world. 
This propaganda of inciting 
discentent, seditionand revolu- 
tion is financed, as recent dis- 
closures prove, by tremendous 
sums, largely raised by the sale 
o® jewels stolen by the soviet 
regime from Russian palaces 
and churches. In England, Eu- 
rope and America it seeks to 
gain control of labor and to use 
the general strike to coerce or 
paralyze every form of repre- 
sentative government. 

“The American labor move- 
ment stands firmly against all 
these bolshevist policies. The 
American Fedération of Labor, 
at Montreal, refused by an al- 
most unanimous vote any recog- 
nition of soviet Russia. Not- 
withstanding the fact that or- 
ganized labor stands solidly 
against bolshevism and that the 
debacle tin Poland may tempo- 
rarily check the activities of 
bolshevist arita’ Pe Reese 
in the United States and else- 
where throughout the world 
cannot be minimized. The red 
cause is best served by inculcat- 
ing a sense of false security and 
the belief that Russian bolshe- 
vism is collapsing, that America 
is immune from attack, and that 
those who fear the red menace 
exaggerate the danger. Each 
day the forces of attack in- 
crease. From abroad, as immi- 
gration statistics show, within 
the past months have come thou- 
sands of aliens who are to be 
distributed throughout the land, 
the .unassimilable portion of 
which promise to be a perpetual 
yeast of discontent. 

“The forces of autocratic bar- 
barism are not confined to the 
socialists, anarchists and I. W. 
W.’s, but the cause of wenine is 
more actively furthered either 
frankly or by indirection by 
radical psuedo-inteHectual wri- 
ters, editors, professors, teachers 
and clergymen in our newspa- 
pers, magazines, colleges, schools 
and churches, and in some of 
these the enemies of domestic 
xovernment are found to sis 
the very highest ‘positions. 

“The first step toward the 
eradication of soviet nron*vand> 
in this country must be the de-° 
portation of Ludwig C. A. K. 
Martens. 

“In order that those who will 
have power and authority may 
not be influenced by these bol- 
shevist sympathizers, and that 
they may heed the great Voice 
of representative Americans -~- 
this grave ‘matter, it is urged 
that the signers ‘of the previous 
petition now cail for a declara- 
tion from their conrress~*%n, sen- 
ators and from their »° ee Sache a, 
candidates against any recogni- 
tion af the bolshevist regime in 
Russia, and against any tempo- 
rizing with its agents and prop- 
aganda in Ameriea, at any time, 
Or under any circumstances, 
You are urged to write espe- 
cially to your presidential can- 
didate, emphasizing --.nr con- 
Vicition that ther. must be no 
neutrality either in thought or 
action on this vital problem.

CLIFFORD WALKER 
SPEAKS AT TIFTON 


Delivers Vote-Getting 


Speech to an Overflow 


Crowd at Tifton in Fin- 
ishing Race. 


Tifton, Ga., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Hon. Clifford M. Walker 
closed his race for the governor- 
ship with a rousing vote-getting 
speech in the high school auditorium 
here this afternoon before an audi- 
ence of more than 300, despite the 
fact that it rained for two hours 


before the speech and Walker was 
—_ an hour late in reaching Tif- 
on, 

Walker made no reference to Hol- 
der, but ripped the cover off Tom 
Hardwick's official record. He 
claimed Hardwick ig unfit to be 
governor and referfed to every 
Phase of his record. Walker’s ad- 
dress was pPudly and frequently ap- 
plauded, and if the crowd was not 
for him before the speech it was at 
the closing. 

Indications are that Tifton county 
will go for Walker, although Hol- 
der’s supporters are working hard. 
It is predicted that Walker will 
carry the only district in the coun- 
ty which Hardwick had been expect- 
ed to carry. 


MATEWAN MURDER 
CASE POSTPONED 


Williamson, W. Va., September 7. 
On motion of the state and over 
objections of counsel for the defense, 
Judge James Damron, of the Min- 
go county circuit court, ordered the 
trials of twenty-four men, indict- 
ed for murder in connection with 
the killing of ten persons at Mate- 
wan last May, continued until Janu- 
ary 19, 1921. 

Attorneys for the state informed 
the court late today that two ma- 
terial witnesses were absent and 
their testimony could not be offer- 
ed by any other witnesses. 

The men indicted in connection 
with the murder of Albert O. Pelts 
and six other operatives of the 
Baldwin-Pelts detective agency at 
Matewan, near here, May 19, last, 
were in court today ready for'‘trial 
when Judge James Damron ascend- 
ed the bench. Fourteen deputy 
sheriffs, on guard at all entrances 
leading. to. the courthouse, search- 
ed all persons entering the build- 
ing, but none was found with weap- 
ons:

MCORMICK CLAINS 
PROFITS NOT UNFAIR 


States That There Are No 
Excessive Profits in Farm- 
ing Implements. 


Chicago, September 7.—(Special.) 
Cyrus H. McCormick, chairman of 
the Harvester company's board of 
directors, referring to the federal 
trade commission’s report, said to- 
day: “It should be noted that the 
report does not find that prices or 


profits in the farm implement in- 
dustry are excessive, exorbitant, or 
unreasonable; and yet the commis- 
sion’s figures on manufacturers’ 
profits greatly exceed the Harves- 
ter company’s net earnings as 
shown by its balance sheets, audit- 
ed and certified to by public ac- 
countants of the highest saaGing. 

‘The report specificall s tha e 
farmer Brag not seuvented dren maki fair 
profits on account of the increased ce of 
farm implements becanse_from 1913 to 191% 
the increase in implements was only 73 per 
cent: while the increase in ices of farm 
roducts was 118 per cent, ermore it

Former Governor Gives Po- 
sition in Regard to 


Union Labor. 


Former Governor Joseph M. 
Brown has sent the following card 
to The Constitution in reply to a 
letter from B. M. Blackburn, can- 


didate for congress: 
Faditor Constitution: 

Dear Sir: I notice in your issue of this 
date a letter from Hon. Ben M. Blackburu 
in which he says: 

‘When Governor Brown was elected the 
first time he received practically every la- 
por union vote ‘tn Atlanta. His changed at- 
titude as to labor followed that election.’’ 

Permit me to say, regarding the above, 
that labor unionism’s inferential claim that 
it has the ‘‘right’’ to resort at will to law- 
lessness was in no setse an issue in the gu- 
bernatorial primary of 1908. 

Furthermore, d my first term in the 
executive office, labor union miners’ in 
Walker county went on starike and threat- 
en to blow up the powder house at the 
Durham mines. is, 
destroyed the town, probably killing women 
and children. On call by the deputy sheriff 
who was on the ecene, I ordered state troops 
to the mines to protect the people and the 
law against the labor union miners, 

A publication signed by labor union chiefs 
declared that organized labor would never 
forgive me for my action in the above 
matter. 

During my second term labor union street 
car men in Augusta went on strike and re- 
sorted to violence whereby two non-union 
car men were murdered and several others 
were wounded. 

On call by the mayor, I ordered out state 
troops to protect the people and the law. 

I have never had any ‘changed attitude 
as to labor.’’ I have never by spoken or by 
written word denied the right of laboring 
men to organize unions, but I have always 
denied the right to make those unions the 
cloak of lawlessness which ofttimes ends 
not only in destruction of property but also 
in murder of law-abiding people. 

Under these conditions, it is quite sig- 
nificant that those labor union men who 
have denounced me as ‘‘the arch enemy of 
labor’’ have never one time denounced their 
brother members for the crimes th have 
committed. Tis significance is emphasized 
by the further fact that within the past 
elght years it has been made n to 

1 out ¢t to suppress acts of lawless- 
ness by members of labor unions. in thirty, 
states. of our union. whereas it has not been 
found necessary in even one state to cali 
out troops to suppress such acts by those 
the labor union men term ‘‘capitalists.’’

They contain a warning of 
the dire results that may follow 
with reference to American tnsti- 
tutions, and charge the soviet rep~- 
resentatives with being responsibie 
for the unrest and the various s0- 
cial troubles now confronting the 
American people. 

Excerpts From Appeal. 

Excerpts from the letter, which 
was addressed to President Wilson 
and signed by the National Civic 
Federation, were given by 
Walker headquarters as fo me 

“The red offensive against War- 
saw has been broken, but already 
Lenine threatens to raise a volshe- 
vikist army of 5,000,000 to renew 
the red onslaught. Whether this 
will be possible or not, the red of- 
fefisive against civilization through 
intrigue, plot and subsidized propa- 
ganda, has not been checked. 

“Three months ago more than 
2,000 men and women of at! par- 
ties throughout the United States, 
among whom you were one, signed 
a declaration against recognition 
of soviet Russia, which was sent in 
the form of a petition to the presi- 
dent of the United States. In this 
document the signers voiced their 
apprehension ~- of the  bolshevist 
movement throughout the world, 
declaring: 

“*We believe that the recognition 
of soviet Russia would be a repudi- 
ation of all that our national life 
has represented for 150 years, and 
all of the spiritual ideals for which 
modern civilization has striven for 
2,000 years.’ 

“The American government, fol- 
lowing the splendid lead of France 
through the secretary of state, in 
his letter to the Italian ampbassa- 
dor, has since expressed its un- 
equivocal stand against any recog- 
nition“of the lawless autocracy and 
control of soviet Russia. That stand 
has evoked spontaneous and unan- 
jimous approval from the leaders 
and press of both the republican 
and democratic parties, showing 
that the problem is American and 
not partisan. 

“Lenine announced publicly in 
Moscow that Russia must continue 
to foment revolution in all coun- 
tries, and that his chief immediate 
hope was for a revolution tIn Asia 
and the east. Documentary proof 
in possession of the state depart- 
ment has demonstrated the exist- 
ence of an organized propaganda, 
whose ramifications enmesh the 
world. This propaganda of inciting 
discontent, sedition and revolution 
is financed, as recent disclosures 
prove by tremendous sums, largely 
raised by the sale of jewels stolen 
by the soviet regime from Russlan 
palaces and churches. In England, 
Europe and America, it seexs to 

ain contro] of labor and to para- 
yze every form of representative 
government. 

“The American labor movement 
stands firmly against the bolshev- 
ist movement. The American Fed- 
eration of labor, at Montreal] refus- 
ed, by unanimous vote, any recog- 
nition of the soviet government. 

“The forces of sutocratic barbar- 
ism are not confined to socialists, 
I. W. W.’s and anarchists, but the 
cause of Lenine is more actively 
furthered, either frankly or by in- 
discretion by radical psuedo-intel- 
lecttual writers, editors, professors, 
teachers and clergymen. It ts de- 
clared- that these enemies of our 
representative government often 
hold very high and influential po- 
sitions. 


“"The first step toward the 
eradication of soviet propaganda 
in this country,’ the letter contin- 
ues, ‘must be the deportation of C. 
A, K. Martens.’”’

“The Polish government was thus 
faced with open and direct ag- 
gression from Lithuania.

“The Polish government has tak- 
en all measures to prevent any con- 
tact between its troops and Lithu- 
anian forces.

“Owing to the danger of Poland 
created by the concentration of bol- 
‘shevik troops, which is now in prog- 
ress the Polish government shall 
consider itself entirely free to pro- 
ceed with necessary military opera- 
tions to free Polish territory.

merely strengthened its determina- 
tion to go on with whatever policy 
it deems best. There probably will 
be no promise or pledge made to 
the government. 

In the meantime, MacSwiney 1s 
dragging out his painful existence, 
sinking slowly from the effects of 
his hunger strike, and lapsing every 
few hours into a semi-comatose cone 
dition. No indication as to how 
long he may be expected to live has 
come from the prison within the 
last twenty-four hours, but the lord 
mayor’s apparent strength, even 
his long fast, has surprised his 
friends. 

MacSwiney’s advisers and friends, 
are constantly in attendance, and 
his two sisters alternate at his bed- 
side. 

These friends of the dying man 
are, however, with one aecord, op- 
posed to granting any “concession” 
to the government, short of uncondi- 
tional release, in order to save Mac- 
Swiney’s life. They point out that 
his martyrdom, as they call it, is the 
most effective way of calling the 
world’s attention to the case, and 
that any weakening on the part of 
the prisoner or ffs advisers, would 
injure the cause.

TELLS TEACHERS 
OF “CRUCIAL AGE” 


Following an informal reception 
tended Dr. M. V. OShead, f the 


faculty of the Univesity 6f, Wiscon- 
sin, at the Girls’ High sdhool Jdast 
night by the Atlanta Public School 
Teachers’ association, an address 
on the “Crucial Age” was delivered 
bv the*guest of honor. Dr. O'Shea 
presented his subject from the most 
modern scientific standpoint, yet 
maintained a popular style through- 
out. 

The speaker opened with the 
statemept that the most cruciaf age 
is the most plastic, and that that age 
coincides withthe age of greatest 
relyigious sensitiveness, coming be- 
tween 14 and 15, with the dy and 
1 6and 17 with the boy. he fact 
that the development of the gir! is 
approximately two years in advance 
of the boy, up to the age of 20, was 
brought out, and its significance in 
education emphasized.
